Alas ! the Lace of one Sute of yours, would 
clothe all his family ; your extravagant Sauces 
would purchaſe a full belly tor them,the week 
about, Such an abatement of Rent, as would 
do you no hurt, would make your Tenant and 
his Children ting all the'year, and bleſs God 
for you. Did you ſee their intollerable pains, 
their homcly and ſcanty fare; and hear their 
frequent tighs and piteous moan, your hearts 
mult be harder than rocks, it they did not re- 
lent. 

Abate therctore, for pities fake, of your ri- 
gour, let not your little finger be heavier than 
your Grandfathers loins ; remember you are 
all of the fame dult , and what have you that 


you have not received ? And know, that your 
mercy will loſs you nothing ; the abating 0

your-Rents, ſhall procure the advancing of 
your houſe! Remember, the liberal man devi- 
ſeth liberal things, and by liberal things be ſhall 
fiend. How many by ſuch (everitics, have in- 
deed gotten great wealth for their Children ; 
but Gods curſe coming with it., that wealth 
hath occaſioned the ruineof theſe Children 3 
whereas more moderate Portions or Eſtates, 
might have matcht_ them with far more com= 
fort, yea,and plenty. And is there any wiſdom 
or forecaſt by bringing many families to penu- 
ry, to ſiore up a little Mammon of unrighte- 
ouſnel(s, and therewith to undo your own 
ſouls, and your Children,when you are gone ? 
For he is wiſe that hath ſaid, Prev, 15 27. He 
that is greedy of gain troubleth bis own houſe, as 
well as all about him, 

2. But notwithiianding the hard bargains 
you have, this is nor the proper way-to mend 
them. God requires no more from any man, 
than he can comtortably do. If you had more 
Faith,you would need /eſſtoy!; and lively pray- 
ers would excuſe much of your languiſhing 
pains and travel : And theretore,as the Apottle 
orders, Phil.4.7. Let your moderation be kaown 
unto all mex, | bar idlenefs, but perſwaae to 
moderation ; work with lefs imtenſnefs for the 
mcat that periſheth, than for the meat that pe- 
riſheth not : make not thy life a {lavery, Ecclef.
